EDMONTON, Dec.-11-The J. J. 
Maloney case took a new turn “on 
Friday afternoon when Harry Bas- 
sett and Murdoch McKenzie were each 
committed for Supreme Oourt trial on 


charges of conspiracy to ‘theft, and 


were remanded into custody at police 
headquarters for two terms of eight 
days each, after they had refused to 
obey the orders of Magistrate P. C. 
H. Primrose and *estify against each 
ottzr and against a thind accused, 
the Baron Von Wittgenstein. 

. As a-resnit of their refusal to give 
testifony against Baron Von -Wittgen- 
stein his case was adjourned for 
eight days. McKenzie and Bassett 
will spond a week and a day behind 
the bars and if they again refuse to 
take the stand when the’ Barofi’s 
case js, resumed tomorrow, they will 
be given another term of eight days, 

Prosecutor Becker read into’ court 
records Friday aftermoon statements 
made to police by both the Baron 
Von Vittgenstcin and Murdoch. Mc- 
Kenzie which definitely pointed to 
J. J. Maloney as the man who en- 
ginsercd the theft of legal documents 
from the offices of Grant and Stewart 
in the McLeod building the night of 
July 5th. 

Early in the hearing C. H. Grant 
testified that documents ‘pertaining 
to legal action taken against J. J. 
Maloney, Imperial Wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan, had been take firom ‘his of- 
fice on the night of July 5. 

The Baron Von Wittgenstein told 
the court that following Malon2y’s 
orders, he had gone with Harry Bas- 
scott to the MdLeod building where 
McKenzie handed over the documents 
fom which copies were made. 

Tihe Baron claimed that he was “the 
$126 a month chief of ‘‘investigat- 
ors’’ hired by Maloney to listen at 
doors and.waills and generally ‘‘snoop 
around, ’” ¢ 

Giving evidence for the crown, 
Baron von Wittgenstein provided the 
principal testimony for the crown in 
the hearing against McKenzie. He 
declared thiat he entened the services 
of Maloney on July 2 last as chief 
investigator at a sahary of $125 per 
month. 

Charles Beck- 
er, crown counsel, asked him.

Ii is almost forgotten here, 
but it is not forgotten in Europe, 
that there ere eight states of the 
American union that have repud- 
bated bonds, a lange part of which 
are held in Europe.

British-U. S. War Debts. 


At the t'me this article is written, President Hoover and President- 
elect Roosevelt are in conference giving consideration to applications made 
by the British, French, and other Governments which dre indebted to the 
United States for loans made by the latter during the war, for an extens‘on 
of the one-year moratorium covering repayments granted last year, and 
generally for a revision of the terms of settlement of such debts. 

Inasmuch as these enormous international war debts are admittedly one 
cause of the existing financial and economié depression affecting all nations, 
whether they are directly concerned as debtors or creditors or not, it is well 
tha general position in regard to these debts should be understood in 
its outlines. ny 

The war debts of the nations of Europe to the United States total 
approximately $22,143,689 000, of which amount Great Britain owe $11.105,- 
965,000, and has paid a'most $2,000,000.000; Franee,owed $6,847,674 000 and 
has paid $486,075,891; Italy owed $2,407,677,000 and has paid $97 584,422, with 
the smaller nations owing varying amounts. Repayment of these huge 
amounts were to be made within a period of approx mately 60 years. 

On the other hand, Germany was obligated to pay these allied European 
nations the sum of $26,377,000,000 during a like period of time. In other 
words, as Germany paid her debts to the Allies, they in turn could psy the 
United States. But Germany cannot pay; the whole world now recognizes 
that fact. So at the Lausanne Conference last June, Great Britain and the 
other nations agreed to let Germany off for $714,000,000 instead of $26,000,- 
060,000, provided the United States would radically reduce or cancel the war 
debts due to that country. This the United States has thus far refused to do, 

The Allies carried on the war against Germany for three years before 
the United States entered the confict. Some of them had completely ex- 
hausted their credit in those three years and would have collapsed, the result 
of which might easily have been a German victory. Great Britain came to 
their rescue. But while Great B-itain could have cont‘nued to finance 
all her own stupendous war expenditures, she could not do so and at the 
same time finance her allies. So Great Britain borrowed from the United 
States and, in turn, financed these other allied countries. They cannot repay 
Great Brita'n, nevertheless Great Britain is obligated to repay the Un ted 
States, and, as the above figures indicate, has been doing so, As a result 
Great Britain was dra‘ned of gold; had to go off the gold standard; and now, 
because of failure of Germany to pay her, or pay other European naticns 
which are so heavily indebted to Great Britain, it is no longer possible for 
Britain to continue paying out to the United States when others are not, 
because they cannot pay her. 

Furthermore, in the huge borrowings by ‘Brita'n and other countries 
from the United States, the latter country did not actually lend them gold. 
What the United States Government did was to advance them credit where- 
with to buy food supplies, munitions, raw materials and manufactures of all 
kinds in the United States. In other words, the money’ was practically a!l 
spent in the United States in enormously high war priceS for farm proaucts, 
in war-time wages to wokers, in war-time profits to manu/acturers and 
people generally. The people of the United States prospered while Europe 
was impoverished. 

W th the ending of the war, and the necessity of paying off these huge 
credits the United States Government demanded pavment in gold: The 
United States, we repeat, did not lend gold but sold supplies of all kinds on 
credit; then they refused to take supplies back in repayment but demanded 
gold. In order to prevent repayment in supplies they raised their tar ff to 
prohibitive heights and shut out foreign goods. In so doing they killed off 
the export trade of the debtor nations, thus making it st‘ll harder, in fact 
impossible, fog them to pay. 

Great Britain has never defaulted in payment of its obligations to any 
one at any time. Repudiation of obl'gations,has never been counteninced by 
Great Britain, although it has been the victim of sucb practices by other 
countries, including several of the States of the United States. Britain has 
no desire to de‘ault now, and years ago offered to write off the debts owing 
to her if her own debts, created by borrowings to assist these other nat‘ons, 
were similarly written off. The world’s financial and economic troubles today 
are not due to Great Britain, and had her advice and example been followed 
after 1918 there would be no trouble. 

If the United States still remains adamant, if it refuses to cancel or 
very substantially reduce the amounts owing to that Government, and 
continues to ins'st on payment in gold, then, in our humb'e opinion the stand 
to be taken by the British Government should be th's: Payment in gold being 
impossible, and in view of the fact that the debt was created through the 
supply of goods produced or manufactured in the United States, thus creat- 
ing employment and wealth in the United States, Great Britain should now 
offer to repay the United States by exactly the same method,—that is, by 
supplying the United States with goods produced or manufactured in Great 
Britain, or through services, such as shipping which Brita'n can supply, thus 
providing employment for Britain’s unemployed, and producing wealth for 
Britain’s over-taxed people and ‘nstitutions. 


Until the United States is prepared to accept such British credits in ex- 
change for the credits extended to Britain, that is, to accept British goods 
and services in payment for the United States goods and services supplied, 
Great Britain, while not repudiating anyth'ng. would refrain from mak'ng 
any further payments in gold. and let the United States wait for any 
further settlement until that country is prepared to accept the same treat- 
ment from Britain that, in the hour of the world’s extremity, the United 
States accorded to Britain. Could anything be fairer?

Netting Was Amusing Pastime and 
Shuttle Was Expensive 

This being a knitting era as far as 
necessities and luxuries are concern- 
ed, it reminds one of an earlier day 
when the craze was netting. The shut- 
tle, or netting-needle, was very ex- 
pensive in the 18th century, and the 
pastime an amusing one. Women used 
this dainty tool in making a kind of 
narrow lace known as netting. Today 
we would call it footing. 

This gave fashionable women an 
excellent opportunity to display dain- 
ty and bejewelled hands. Enamelled 
netting needles cost as much as $40 
in some cases. The Marquise de 
Pompadour had a pair that cost 
$27.60, and the Comtesse de Provence 
gave Mme. de Beaumont a gold net- 
ting-necdle decorated with m niature 
paintings worth a fabulous sum. The 
estate of the Duke of Lorraine was 
found to contain, on his death, in 
1781, seventeen netting-needles in am- 
ber, rock-crystal, gold, mother-of- 
pearl, agate, petrified wood—all set 
in gold.

When two careless automobile driv- 
ers come into close proximity there is 
no telling what will be the outcome. 
The reason for this seems to be that 
each one takes too much for granted, 
depending on the other fellow to do the 
right thing at the right time.

Knight Dunlap, Johns Hopk'ns pro- 
fessor of psychology advises drivers 
never to assume that the other fellow 
will do the proper thing. He says: 

“Many a fatal accident is prevented 
by the careful driver giving the road 
hog two-thirds of the road, or by his 
being prepared to avoid the other car 
no matter what fool th'ng the driver 
does. The majority of the dangerous 
drivers,,on the other hand, are prob- 
ably merely ignorant. Many drive in 
the middle of the road, thinking they 
are well to the side, and many others 
simply never have gotten it through 
their dense heads that making a right 
turn from the left side of the lane or 
a left turn from the right are invita- 
tions to disaster and death. When 
two such rotten drivers come togeth- 
er, then murder ‘and suicide happen.”

If this 
thought were kept in mind more gen- 
erally it would help a good deal in 
avoiding motor accidents.

Products of Canada already are 
firmly established in the British mar- 
ket, on the breakfast table of the 
United Kingdom, and the purpose of 
the new trade agreement is to develop 
and encourage this business on a bas- 
is of mutual profit. We are not, most 
decidedly not, starting from scratch. 

Statistics of the United Kingdom's 
import trade for the first nine months 
of this calendar year make interest- 
ing reading. For that period Canada 
supplied more than one-third of all 
the wheat she imported, more than 
any other country, and nine times as 
much as sold in Britain by the United 
States. 

We sold the United Kingdom more 
flour. than any other country, more 
barley than any other country, more 
canned salmonjmore lobster. We were 
in second place with cheese and oats, 
held fifth place with our bacon. 

On the other hand, we sent so 
little butter that it does not appear 
separately in the British trade re- 
turns. That is one direction in which 
lies opportunity, and there are many 
others.—Ottawa Journal.

Seeds from water lily pods gare 
used by Indians as food, and taste 
like popcorn when roasted.

As all the 
magnetic recorders had been put in 
working order, observations were 
made from the start and Mr. Stagg 
writes with evident gratificaticn.

Advice For Piano Owners 


Tone and Condition Depend On Where 
It Is Placed 

In deciding where to put the piano, 
both tone and condition have to be 
considered. A rug under a piano tends 
to deaden the sound. If possible, it 
should stand on bare boards, or, if 
the rug goes all over the room, wood- 
en insulators set under the castors. 

Tone is also lost when an upzight 
piano stands back against a wall. Set 
it at an angle, or pull it out two or 
three inches from the wall, 

Special precaution must be taken 
against damp. A piano should be 
kept in a warm, well-aired room. 
Placed close to a window, or against 
an outside wall, a piano is exposed to. 
damp air. Strings become rusted and 
the glue of hammer felts is loosened, 

A little charcoal laid at the bottom 
of the case inside the lower front 
pancl is a good protection froin damp, 
Moths in the hammer felt can be 
guarded against by hanging little 
bags of camphor or cedar chips in- 
side. : 

Ivory keys turn yellow if the key- 
board remains shut up, so leave them 
exposed to the air as much as possi- 
ble. They may be whitened by robbing 
them with a soft rag dipped in lemon 
juice. Soiled keys are easily cleaned 
with methylated spirit.

Biography Of Louis Riel 
Chas. Sauve Brings To Light ‘Some 
Interesting. Facts. Concerning 

Louis Riel’s- grandfather's name 
was Rielson and Riel himself came 
from Limerick; instead of Quebec, is 
stated among the interesting records 
in a biography of “Riel, the Martyr,” 
written by Charles Sauve, who died 
in Winnipeg recently. 

Mr. Sauve was forty years in fin- 
ishing the book, completing it a few 
days before his death. 

He began to make notes at the 
time of Riel’s death. Sauve was one 
of those chosen to go west to Regina 
when. Riel was, executed, and guard 
the box-car that brought the casket 
to Winnipeg during the black days of 
November, 1885, 

Mrs. S. Smith, daughter of Sauve, 

in telling of the manuscript, said it 
disclosed Riel’s body was not in the 
coffin buried in St. Boniface, but was 
buried secretly elsewhere. 
. In the. book.other famous charac- 
ters of. the west -of-those days are 
described, including Jean.

Brother Pineault teaches bee keep- 
ing at his institution, and his students 
have become bee-keepers in all parts 
of the province. Mr, Floyd commended 
him. for the big, strides made in that 
part of the province. The miost mod- 
ern equipment for bee keep'ng and ex- 
tracting honey has been installed at 
Maison St. Joseph. 

Good reports as to the honey crop 
have: been. received from the Hutterite 
colonies, where large acreage sown 
in sweet clover has been the prolific 
source of this sort of honey that is 
giving. Manitoba a Dominion-wide 
reputation. The James Valley colony 
at Starbuck, for example, produced 
90,000 pounds of honey. 

Exports of unusally good crops also 
have been received from the Gladé 
stone and Plumas districts, from Gil- 
bert Plains.and Dauphin in the north 
and in the Carman area. In south- 
western Manitoba, the honey crop 
failed on account of drouth and 
grasshopper damage. In the Red Riv- 
er Valley area’ eastward from the 
river southeast from Winnipeg which 
is the largest honey producing area in 
the province, while the crop was not 
so good in quality or yield by hives as 
it was a year ago, there was in- 
creased production tecause of en- 
larged apiaries. 

‘Beekeepers around Oakbank, Du- 
gald, Cloverleaf, Anola and Hazel- 
ridge, who have formed the Spring- 
field Association, purchased around 
1,000 packages of bees in the spring, 
and a carload of tins to take care 
of the crop, according to Mr. Floyd. 
Three manufacturers sold 22 carloads 
of tins to the apiaries of the province 
to take care of the 1932 crop, and 
there is a rumor that next year’s sup- 
ply of tins will be made in Winnipeg. 
—Free Press. 


Christmas Seal Campaign 


Ninette Sanatorium In Manitoba 
Doing Splendid Work 

The Christmas seals — what 

have they to say for themselves?

days? They-pay-for the field work of 
the Travelling Tuberculosis Clinics. 
These clinics scout through Manitoba 
for hidden tuberculosis and help to 
clear it up. Already in 1932, 45 clinics 
have been held—more than twice as 
many as last year, 16 places visited 
for, the first time, and 4,640 examined, 
fitty per cent, increase over 1931. 

These travelling clinics go 
into all parts of the province, into 
good communities, and poor, and very 
poor. They follow clues of disease, 
examine those who have been in con- 
tact with open tuberculosis, or are 
suspected, and keep examining them. 
No charge is made for any such ex- 
amination, There is now a van to 
carry all equipment and staff, and a 
portable generator, so that a current 
for X-ray films can be provided any- 
where. 

More’ than _ fifteen thousand 
examinations have been made by 
these Manitoba Travelling Clinics 
since they began, supported by seal 
sales. Besides known tuberculosis peo- 
ple who have been seen, the new dis- 
coveries of tuberculosis totalled more 
than 200 in 1932, and altogether, more 
than one thousand. 

When you bought seals last 
year this was the big work you helped 
with.

During the first week only six pens 
failed to score, while egg weights ap- 
pear much better than last yéar, Due 
to the buildimg for this contest hav- 
ing been divided’ into separate pens, 
space available has reduced ‘the ca- 
pacity in the National Contest to a 
total of 54 pens. 


Less Butter Made 

Saskatchewan made less butter in 
October than in the corresponding 
month last year but the decrease in 
make was the smallest since early 
summer. For the year to date 16,278,- 
811 Ibs. of creamery butter has been 
manufactured in the province, with a 
total of 17,077,372 for the same period 
last year, a decrease of only 4.6 per 
cent.

Bees From Southern States 


Marked Increase In Imports Of Bees 
To Manitoba 

Not swarms of bees, but thousands 
of packages from some of the South- 
ern States, made business hum af the 
railway stations in Winnipeg from 
April to September of this year, ten 
thousand packages containing mil- 
lions of bees were received from the 
States of Mississippi, Alabama and 
Lousiana for different parts of Mani- 
toba. Many prairie bee-keepers find 
it necessary to import packages of 
bees each year to replace winter loss- 
es. Marked mcreases in imports of 
honey bees into Manitoba are due, 
also, to the increased clover acreages 
in the province. For shipment the 
bees are confined in cages of fine 
mesh wire, each cage being fitted with 
a tin of sugar syrup, and containing 
from two to three pounds of live 
bees, A cage is 16 inches long, 4% 
inches wide and 9% inches deep. For 
convenience in handling, the cages 
are nailed inside a light wooden crate, 
spaced to allow an ample supply of 
fresh air In rec2nt years the p:oduc- 
tion of honey in Western Canada has 
shown remarkable development. The 
total estimated output in Cariada in 
1931 was 27,867,397 pounds valued at 
$2,058,094.

The companies sponsoring these 
programmes do not intend to carry 
them west of Windsor and there is 
good opportunity for the commission 
to co-operate in giving these broad- 
casts wider distribution, particular- 
ly in the west. In this way a dozen 
or more Canadian artists of interna- 
tional repute maybe heard in the 
west as well as in central Canada. 

In regard to the tak ng over of 
prairie stations, the commission has 
not yet taken this problem in hand, 
and will not do so until the coming 
year. 


Canada’s Aspen Poplar 


Is One Of Most Widely Distributed 
Trees In Dominion 

Aspen poplar is one of the most 
widely distributed trees in Canada, 
being found in every province of the 
Dominion. Its northern limit extends 
almost to the Arctic ocean, at the 
Mackenzie delta. From the wood 
of the aspen are made excelsior, box- 
es and barrels for foodstuffs, and cer- 
tain kinds of woodpulp. Lumber made 
from it is difficult to season and very 
perishable. In the prairie provinces 
it is an important source-of fuel. — 
Forest Service, Department of the 
Interior.
